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The following Report is respectfully submitted : 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, M. L. Morrison, J. H. AMEs, G. W. MARDEN. 
First Department—Summer, Fall and Winter Terms. 
Teacher, Miss Ellen Forbush. 


This school, which has been for several terms un- 
der the efficient management of the same teacher, now 
ranks next to the High School in scholarship and 
character. Miss Forbush succeeds in awakening en- 
thusiasm in her scholars, and yet holds them under 
good discipline. She gives herself up to her school- 
work heartily, and is apt to teach. On account of the 
prevalence of sickness during the winter among the 
scholars, a vacation of several weeks occurred, and 
therefore the winter term is still in session. Though 
the classes are large, there is much good work done, 
as is evinced by the examinations at the close of each 
term of study. 


Second Department, Summer and Fall Terms. 
Teacher, Mrs. E. R. Page. 


It is perhaps sufficient to report that the school 
maintains fully its excellent standing. The discipline 
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has been good and maintained without effort; the pu- 
pils have been studious, and have showed advance- 
ment and improvement at each visit of the committee 
during term time, as well as at the public examina- 
tions. | 


Winter Term. Teachers, Mrs. E. R. Pass and Mrs. M. M. Nickless. 

Mrs. Page resigned the charge of the school at the 
end of two weeks. She was succeeded by Mrs. M. 
M. Nickless, a teacher of large experience, though 
for the most part in schools of a higher grade. She 
has labored under great disadvantage, both in taking 
the school in the midst of a term, and also by having 
her school interrupted for three weeks by the preva- 
lence of sickness. The school is still in session. 


Third Department, Summer Term. Teacher, Mrs. Augusta M. Smith. 

Mrs. Smith possesses especial qualifications for this 
peculiarly difficult post. She is firm yet gentle ; con- 
strains her children by a healthy discipline without 
making the school-life irksome or oppressive. The 
school was crowded to the full capacity of the room, 
more than seventy pupils being in attendance. ‘The 
progress was all that could reasonably have been an- 
ticipated under such circumstances. 


Fall Term. Teacher. Miss L. M. Bill. 

Miss Bill is a good instructor, but at this post prov- 
ed deficient in general discipline. While we do not 
feel it desirable to require of little children that de- 
corum that should be expected of scholars of a high- 
er grade, yet there is a certain degree of decorum 
that must prevail even among them. We have rea-

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son to think Miss Bill better adapted to the manage- 
ment of older and more advanced scholars. 

The winter term is now going very successfully 
forward, under the instruction of Miss M. Chase. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Henry Kimball. 
Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Annie J. Gregg. 


Miss Gregg has had much experience as a teacher 
of youth, having been engaged several years in teach- 
ing at the south. ‘The district was very fortunate in 
securing her services, and the school made much prog- 
ress under her efficient care. ‘The order of the school 
was excellent, and the examinations highly satisfac- 
tory. | 


* Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Abbie C, Robbe. 


This is one of our best and most successful teach- 
ers intown. She brings an earnest spirit to her work, 
and giving herself up to her school, she awakens an 
earnest spirit among her scholars. The discipline of 
the school was excellent, and the examination showed 
that good progress had been made. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Franklin Field. 
Summer and Fall Terms. Teacher, Miss Eunice E, Mears. 


Miss Mears commenced the summer term without 
experience asateacher. She applied herself diligent- 
ly to her work, and the examination at the close of 
the term showed that good progress had been made 
by the pupils. The examinatien at the close of the 
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fall term was not as satisfactory—owing to an unex- 
pected shortening of the term, which left no time for 
reviews. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Samuel W. Nichols. 
Summer and Winter Terms. Teacher, Miss Ida M. Perry. 


This school is very small, seven being the aggre- 
gate attendance. The first term was in important 
respects satisfactory in its results; the second was an 
improvement upon the first. Miss Perry wins the af- 
fections of her pupils, and studies to be thorough in 
her discipline. A little more firmness in her disci- 
pline would have enhanced her success. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Prudential Committee, John Stuart. S 
Fall Term. Teacher, Miss Ellen M. Nahor. 

In this school, though kept but one term in the 
year, we find some good scholars. At examination 
the school appeared very well indeed, and showed la- 
bor on the part of the teacher and diligence on the 
part of the scholars. The order of the school was 
excellent, and the only thing that at all marred the 
appearance of the school was a too great willingness 
on the part of the teacher to assist the scholars in 
their answers by starting them. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Prudential Committee, James Smiley. 
Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Emma J. Nahor. 


The term was short—only seven weeks—but the 
progress made by the school under the efficient drill 
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of the teacher, was eminently satisfactory. Miss Na- 
hor is a teacher of experience and much ability. 


Winter Term. Teacher, Daniel M. White. 


The school was largely attended; the work of the 
term was done faithfully and thoroughly ; the deport- 
ment was very creditable; and the examination at 
the close of the term was exceedingly satisfactory to 
committee and parents, demonstrating that there is 
no loss but a decided gain in securing a first class 
teacher, even if the term be shorter in consequence. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Prudential Committee, Timothy N. Hunt. 
Summer and Fall Terms. Teacher, Miss Nellie M. Wilcox. 


Miss Wilcox had not taught previous to taking this 
school. She was very faithful in her work, had the 
interests of her school uppermost, and was ready to 
receive suggestions and profit by them. Both exam- 
inations were quite satisfactory ; and we believe Miss 
Wilcox, after applying herself a few terms more to 
‘study, will be capable of taking first rank as a teach- 
er. | 


Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Ida M. Perry. 


The school improved very much in reading during 
the term. Recitations in other branches appeared 
better at earlier visits of the committee than on ex- 
amination day. Miss Perry is a good scholar, but 
needs to give more attention to general discipline 
and to methods of imparting instruction. 
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DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Prudential Committee, Jones N. Dodge. 
Summer Term. Teacher, Miss 8S, Fannie Washburn. 


Miss Washburn sustained her already good reputa- 
tion as a teacher of youth. She seems to be engaged 
in her work, and labors hard to promote the welfare 
of her school. The order was good and a pleasant 
examination was enjoyed by many parents in the dis- 


trict. 
Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Ida M. Metcalf. 


This teacher came from Massachusetts well recom- 
mended, and really endeavored to do her work well 
and faithfully, but some disturbing elements in the 
school and out of it, prevented as great success as 
could have been desired. The school closed without 
an examination on account of a severe snow storm 
that rendered the roads impassable. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 
Prudential Committee, Collins C. Robbins. 

Summer and Autumn Terms. Teacher, Miss Martha R. Wilder. 

Miss Wilder carried to her work a large experience 
besides natural qualifications of a high order, Her. 
success was felt to be certain, and was made obvious 
at the closing examination of each term. 

The winter term is now going prosperously cuits 
under the instruction of Mr. Datel M. White. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Prudential Committee, Willard Carey. 
Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Alzina A. Hayward. 


This is not an advanced school, either in numbers 
or scholarship, there being but four scholars belong- 
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ing to the district and all of these young. The school 
appeared well at the examination, and the presence 
of four scholars from Hancock, who have attended 
the school a part of the winter, did much to stimu- 
late those in the district. ‘This was the teacher’s first 
attempt at teaching. But she is a fine scholar, and 
doubtless will prove an excellent teacher. The order 
of the school was good. | 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Prudential Committee, Joshua Richardson. 
Summer and Winter Terms. Teacher, Miss H. Alta Robbe. 


At each of the examinations of this school, the 
scholars acquitted themselves in a manner that did 
credit both to themselves and teacher. Miss Robbe 
is faithful in her instruction and mild yet firm in 
her discipline. She needs only experience to take 
rank among our best teachers. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Teacher, T. P. MARYATT. 


It seems superfluous to make report of this school. 
its standing is so well known and its reputation so high. 
Of course it is not all that a High School may be ; it 
is not all that it should be. It is all, however, that 
could justly be expected, considering its age and the 
circumstances by which it has been attended. A good 
school must pass through a process of growth, and 
three years can hardly suffice for it to attain its strength 
and efficiency Though the instruction in this school 
is in the main thorough, the standard of admission is 
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as yet necessarily low. The standard of attainment, 
therefore, is not what it otherwise might be. The con- | 
scientious labors of Mr. Maryatt have this year 
been reinforced by the equally conscientious labors of 
Miss Thompson, who has rendered half-day assistance. 
It is the opinion of the committee that the best inter- 
ests of the school will be advanced by retaining per- 
manently, if possible, the services of both these teach- 
ers. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools in town present very much the same 
condition as last year, though in some important re- 
spects we trust that progress has been made. ‘The 
schools are in a healthy condition, and the teachers 
have generally done their work well and acceptably. 
Their influence has been good in awakening an inter- 
est in acquiring knowledge and respectability. The 
unconscious influence of the teacher is great, and by 
her walk and conversation is established the charac- 
ter of many a scholar. 

It is very desirable that parents should co-operate 
most cordially with teachers in securing the constant 
attendance of scholars. Our schools suffer very much 
from irregular attendance. It is almost impossible to 
keep some scholars along in their classes, because of 
frequent absence from their recitations. While prog- 
ress‘has been made in this particular, yet we desire 
to reach a much higher state of perfection, and we 
believe we can. 
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In some instances there is need of better school 
houses, and a better internal arrangement of the same. 
Though the districts on the borders of the town may 
now receive more money than their proportion of the 
school fund, yet it is very desirable that they have 
more schooling. It would be an easy matter for sev- 
eral districts to unite for school purposes, and thereby 
have more schooling. ‘There would be needed some 
sacrifice to accomplish this, but the results would more 
than compensate for all inconveniences. 

We are hoping for the time to come speedily, when 
such shall be the prosperity of the place that the 
* ‘Town System” for schools will be adopted, and the 
schools brought under the direct supervision of the 
School Committee, and that the day is not far distant 
when a building shall be erected that may accommo- 
date all the High and Grammar school scholars in 
town. Indeed, we think it might be done now with- 
out much additional expense to the town, provided the 
property now vested in the Academy could be com- 
bined with the school property in District No. 1.

fae IN LIBRARY. 


Since the last report was rendered, important changes and improve- 
ments have been made in the library. The room in which it was stored 
being too small and otherwise inconvenient, a larger apartment has been 
fitted up and furnished in the south end of the Town Hall Basement. 
The books have been classified and arranged according to subjects; over 
seven hundred volumes of standard works added; and the whole, except 
a small portion not yet finished, have been covered with strong paper 
covers. ) 

Though not yet complete in all its details, the library has been 
greatly improved. A better acquaintance with the valuable works it 
contains would be creditable to the taste and intelligence of the 
citizens. 

The most pressing want at present is that of a new catalogue. The 
old edition is almost exhausted, and the numerous changes and addi- 
tions which have been made to the books, have rendered obsolete what 
remains. An appropriation is asked for this purpose. 

The Committee reported last March that $1000.00 had been raised by 
subscription for the improvement of the library. Of this sum $914.50 
have been paid in, and $90.00 are yet to be collected.
